As the result of a two-day’s inspec­ 
tion of granaries in Adams county, H. 
B. Musser, wheat specialist of State 
College, today declared 
that 
local 
farmers stand to lose at least 50 per 
cent of their wheat crop as the result 
of ravages made by the black weevil 
and the angoumois moth. 
The angoumois moth was known to 
have been causing damage 
to 
the 
wheat crop in this section of the state, 
but no fear of the black weevil was 
felt locally. 
The ravages of this in­ 
sect is as aalmost as great as those of 
the angoumois moth, according to Mr. 
Musser. 
Sprays of carbon-bisulphide are ad­ 
vised by Mr. Musser for those farm­ 
ers who are losing their profit 
on 
wheat through 
destruction 
of 
the j 
grains by the two insects.

“That every agreement, order, de­

declared 
unlawful, and that 
each 
and every 
person, organization
